A double-size clinic will be in opera- 
tion this year, with full facilities to handle the 
expected crowds. A spokesman for the Red Cross 
pointed out that this year's system will avoid the

the number of beds.

McGill Trial Decides Killer's Fate 



•1 Lphl' Friday evening, the Mock 
Tfiil b Redpath Hail, part of 
QpullHouse. was staged before 
,an. Ustlmated audience of 550. 
.tThte basic issues -of the man- 
sbu(dhter case which the Law 
Faculty reconstructed' were whe 
Iher the consumption' of 4 qts. 
of beer constitutes drunkenness; 
■Whether, at the time of the shoot- 
,lng, tha accused's daughter wa.s 
.on .his lap or elsewhere; and 
whether a rifle may be consider- 
ed einpty when the ammunition 
indicator points to zero. 

The actual case of which the 
trial was based took place last 
year; 'The names were changed 
to> m-otect the parties -involved. 
Whirel I seated in her Mother-in- 
Itvf'd {kitchen, Mary Isobel^ Coo- 
per I Was shot through the heiirt 
by a bullet from a giin resting 
on her - husband's knees a few 
feet; away from her. Her husband, 
Harvey Cooper. Esq., was charged 
with manslaughter.

The. Crown charged Harvey 
Cooper .with' the manslaughter of 
his wife on the evening of Sep- 
tember 14th, 1959 ii^ Windsor 



Mills,- P.Q. The defense pleaded 
not guilty. 

Witnesses testified that Cooper, 
the défendent, had gone shoot- 
ing earlier In the day, had had 
a few beers and returned home. 
As he sat in the kitchen with 
his gun in his lap, it* went off, 
killing his wife. 

_ Mr. Cooper told the prosecu- 
tion that his only reason for 
bringing the rifle into the house 
was to adjust the aim. He was 
certain , that it was empty. He 
could not see how a bullet could 
be in the karrel when the indica- 
tor pointed to iero. . i iîiîii;; ,.'^-: ;: 
He _ estimated the" tlme'^of "tlie 
shooting to have been "much 
less than an hour" after his ar- 
rival. He staled, also, that during 
that time he drank one quart of 
beer. Four quarts of beer was 
his normal quota (or an after- 
noon. 

He emphasized strongly, how- 
ever, tBat his daughter was jump- 
ing on his lap, that she kicked 
the trigger and' accidentally shot 
his wife. • . » . 

In their address to the Jury 
the Defence attested that even 
Terry Brown, the deceased's bro- 
tber, assumed that the. gun was 
empty and that Cooper brought 
tho gun into the house only to 
repair It. He wa.^ not, therefore, 
criminally negligent, or guilty of 
manslaughter. 



The Prosecution pointed out 
that Cooper had consumed four 

3uarts of beer and was therefore 
runk. Drunkenness, they stated, 
is criminal negligence. "They sta- 
ted that Cooper did not repair 
bis gun and, therefore, had no 
reason to bring the gun into the 
house. Furthermore, ' he was 
negligent in letting the child play 
on his lap while the rifle was 
there. 

The Judge defined manslaugh- 
ter - as- "culpable homicide not 
amounting to murder". 

The jury returned a verdict 
of "Not .Guilty!', t; • - • .

On Saturday night. Premier Sauvé announced that 
the Quebec. Goveinment will piovidé statutory irrants to 
universities in this province. 

In addition, he stated that the government will 
guarantee loans to universities for capital spending to 
increase their facilities, keep tuition fees within the reach 
of m ddle income families, and aid gifted children of poorer 
families by means of buraaiies and scholarships. 



In reference to the issue of 
Federal grants to universities 
from which about $25,000,000 is 
available for the six universities 
in Quebec, Mr. Sauvé remarked, 
that although he was optimistic 
about settling this question, edu 
cation in this province will be 
aided through our' own resour- 
ces. However he_ felt that money 
held for Quebec in Ottawa would 
make actual resources all the 
greater. 

The premier said that although 
Quebec universities must be in- 
dependent frpm outside influ- 
ence, political or otherwise, the 
state must have the right to 
check on public funds. < 

"The provincial government 
will be asked by the . Legislature 
to guarantee loans by univers- 
ities for capital expenditures," 
he stated. The government would 
also assume the interest pay- 
ments and amortization of the 
loans In whole or iii part. 

This proposal will extend' pay- 
, nient for capital costs into the 
future, instead o( being taken 
care of immediately. In the 
meantime, enough money wiij be 
mad^ ayailable.;f(>r'. citrrent- ad- 
ministration expenses at the uni- 
versltlea. 



Sauvé rejnarked that he réaU 
ized that universities could not 
be' run' solely on the fees now 
received. "They do need help 
and will get it." He said that If 
an attempt is made to cover ad-^ 
ministration costs only with fees, 
education would then be restric- 
ted to the wealthy. - v 

Federal grants to universities, 
rejected by Quebec universities 
every year except the first (1952) 
are based on a payment of $1.50 
a head of population in each pro- ' 
vince. The money is then distri- 
buted to universities on a rati» 
based oil the ■'registration of full- 
time degree students at- Dee. 1. 

The Canadian uniVersitiej 
Foundation now holds roughly 
$17.500,000 in Federal grants 
which Quebec's six institutions ot • 
higher learning (U of M, McGill, 
Laval, Bishop's, Sir George Wil- 
liam College and Sherbrooke) 
have declined after the Quebec 
Government stated opposition 
to Federal assistance. , 

This, amount, ' Including inter- 
est, represents the money that 
would have been available to the 
six universities in the last tlireo 
fiscal years ended March 31. Au 
estimated $7,500,000 for 1959-00) 
not yet paid to the foundation by • 
the' government, will, boost th« 
figure, to $25,000,000.

The Drive itself has set up quarters in the Ball- 
room of the Union so as to facilitate a quicker turnover. 
To save even more .time, advance appointments can be- 
made so that the donor is not required to wait at all. 

Giving blood does not hurt. Tt does not take much 
time. And blood donated by McGill students over the 
years has .saved countless lives. If you shirk your duty 
and do not give blood you are hurting your.self-in the long 
run. As the slogan goes. "The life you save may be your 
own". ■ ■ 

Encouraging Words From Sauvé 

It is indeed refre.<<hing. to lie able lo praise the 
provincial government for its stand oiï university 
finances.- But that is pieci.sely what we lue going to do. 

When news first leaked. out about the Premier's new 
plan enabling the univei-sities to receive the money now 
held by Ottawa in the form of federal grants, we wove 
frankly pessimistic. No details were mentioned on. 
statutory guarantees which would legally guarantee the 
universities money, , regardless of whether they played 
ball with the government. But now Mr. Sauvé h.n8 put 
himself on record .'is planning to introduce a bill making 
provincial gi-auts to universHies .statutory. This i.s indeed 
an abrupt about face from the days when official Union 
Nationale policy was to judge the needs of each 
univer.sily "on Its merîts". . , « , 

lîefrcshing, too, is Sauvé's statement that Quelicc 
will not relv solely on federal money if the grants 
question is 'settled with Ottawa, but lather aid the 
universities "through our own resources" as well. 

It seems that u change in leadership in Quebec has 
also brouglit a change in views. Reading over Mr. Sauvé's 
speech at the University of Montreal we see countless 
points which were first proposed by the studenU in their 
briefs to the Provinci;il C.overnment. It remains yet for 
Mr. Sauvé to act on liis new promises. In the meantime 
the students of Quebec can retain an air of cautious 
. optimism.

The "Meet McGill" weekend 
was opened at 2 pm. Friday by 
tlie lion. Onésime Cignon. lieute- 
nant governor of the Province of 
Quebec, who 19 minutés earlier 
had the honorary degree of Doc- 
tor of L.aws conferred upon him 
at a private convocation follow- 
ing a Governor's Luncheon. 

"I couldn't have had a nicer 
birthday present," the. lieutenant 
governor, 71 Thursday, told the 
intimate gathering in a brief ad- 
dress after be received his de- 
gree. 

A heavy downpour failed to 
dampen Mr. Gagnon's equanani- 
inlty, already subjected to the 
roar "of heavy Sherbrooke street 
traffic as he spoke Just outside 
the Roddick Gates where be offi- 
tlally launched "open house". 

He good-naturedly offered to 
eliminate "/our or hv6/pages~^ of 
my opening speech so tlut we can 
get out of the raiu" and did so, 
while declaring that "it it unfor- 
tunate too many people, young 
and old, do not realize the impor- 
tance of higher education or the 
drastic changes it has undergone 
In the past 25 years." 

"It is well and good to speak 
of government grants and subsi- 
dies," he said, "and we seem to 
be on the eve of a new deal — ^ 
but citizens must also do their 
duty." 

Referring to the McGill Alma 
Mater Fund which raises operat- 
ing funds, he suggested that there 
also be a "McGill Friends" fund.

Debaters Display Logic 



Four of McGill's: senior deba- 
ters .'gave an exhibition of their 
skill to an Open House audience 
in Redpath Hall Friday, October 
23 «t:S:30 p.m. 

Jjr. Elkin, B.A. 3, and Morlyn' 
Zuckerman, a second year Law 

stiidcnt, proposed the resolution 
that "the further development 
of nuclear weapons -should be 
prohibited by international 
agreement". This motion was op- 
posed by Leslie Malcovitch, B.Sc. 
4, and Gordon Echenberg B.A.- 3. 

One of the decisive factors 
which led the audience to choose 
the affirmative the winning side 
was a graphic example ..of the 
subtler points of debating tech- 
nique. Elkin, the affirmative's 
first speaker, began the debate 
by defining the resolution. He 
defined -the "should" of the reso- 
lution as "desirable" and then 
said that the debate hinged upon 
the desirability of the cessation 
of nuclear tesUng. 

This definition was not chal- 
lenged by the negative and thus 
the affirmative countered many 
fine points made bv the negative 
about the unfeasibillty of such 
an agreement by insisting 
in their final rcbutUl that 
the resolution stated the desir- 
ability, not tho feasibility, bt an 
hitematlonal agreement; '

Possibility Of Mid - Week 
Game Under Discussion 



TORONTO (CUP) Tha possibility 
of a mid-week play-oH in the East- 
ern tntareollegiate football Leagua 
(O.Q.A.A.) has been discussed, but 
this contingency is covered by an 
agreement macia between Quaan'i, 
McGill, Western and Toronto last 
June. 

It has been a princlpla laid down 
for some years by the Univarsity 
Administrators concerned that 
mid-week games, play-offs or 
otherwise, cannot be sanctioned far 
major football competition, bacau- 
so of the disruption in classes, not 
only for the players but for tha 
whoU student body. 

With this In mind, proposed 
changes in declaring a champion 
in tha Eastern Intarcollegiata f=oot- 
ball League (O.Q.A.A.) ware cir- 
culated last June to tha Executive 
Commiltaa representatives and tha 
Athletic Directors of Queen's Mc- 
Gill, Western and Toronto to that 
the Eastern champion could be de- 
clared In tima to play for the Can- 
adian Championship at Varsity Sta- 
dium on Novambar 14. 

Two changes in the present re- 
gulations war* set out : 

(1) Tha traditional play-off ba- 
twaan the first and second place 
teams (provided tha second place 
team had beaten the first place 
team at least once) was waived. 

(2) : In tha avenf of « tie for first 
place between two or three teams, 
tha Championship would ba award- 
ed to tha highest scoring team, tha 
formula to ba decided by agree- 
ment between the four colleges. 

Thus; under this agreement, 
ihoujd a tie for first place occur 
between two or threa teams at tha 
and, of the current season, tha team 
that has scored 'most points against 



tha olher tied laam or teams will 
represent tha East at Varsity Sta- 
dium on November 14.
